Colonization Again 


With the recent appearance in this country of Sir Henry Page Croft, 
Bart., C.M,G‘, M.P., in the interests of assisted British migration to Western 
Canada on colonization basis, the question of immigration to the west on 
considerable scale, which has lain dormant for some months, has again be- 
come an issue. 

In view of Sir Henry’s aspirations to get things moving in the hope of 
British settlers being brought out to this country by next year, it is highly 
probable that a good deal more of the proposals of the committee in Eng- 
land, which seeks British government financial backing, will be heard dur- 
ing the next few months. : ; 

With some of the arguments advanced by Sir Henry and endorsed by 
Sir Edward Beatty, president of the C.P.R,, and J. 8, Hungarford, chairman 
and president of the Canadian National Railways, there will be little, if any 
dispute, but whether or not the time is yet ripe for colonization -of con- 
siderable numbers in the agricultural sections of the prairie. provinces from 
Great Britain or any other country is another question altogether,

Few, if any will be prepared to contradict Sir Henry’s dictum that 
there is room ‘and a need for a larger population in the prairie provinces, 
when it is remembered that the railways need more revenue—a point not 
overlooked by Sir Edward Beatty—and when it is pointed out that other 
costly facilities, such as highways, have been provided for a much greater 
population than now exists in these provinces.  _,, 

It will be conceded by almost anyone that if the overhead costs of these 
and other facilities could be divisible among a greater number of occupants 
of the land the burdens of taxation, freight charges and other imposts 
would be lightened for all, provided there is a sufficient margin of profit 
in'the pursuit of agriculture to meet these assessments and obligations. 

Neither will there be any quarrel with the suggestion of Sir Henry and 
his supporters in this country that it is highly desirable that the lack of 
population as’far as possible be met by settlers from Great Britain who’ in 


_ the past have proved themselves adaptable to new conditions and who may 


be regarded as the standard bearers of those ideals which have been adopted 
and are being fostered as the lode star of this country’s destiny. Again, 
however, shoul be added the proviso—“if and when the-time”is ripe.” =~ 
It is also quite true, as pointed out by Sir Henry, that many of the best 
settlers in the earlier years were not life long agriculturists but they made 
good despite this apparent handicap. The inference, however, that because 
this was done in the ‘past “men-of character and determination” but with- 
out knowledge or experience can make themselves self-sustaining within a

The death toll was set at 11, but 
officials would not even hazard a 
guess at the actual damage caused 
by the rain which battered the prov- 
ince. It would take days, they said, 
to count the loss. 

Reports told only roughly of the 
tragedy that struck with bewilder- 
ing suddenness throughout the east- 
ern section of the province within a 
radius of two-score miles of this his- 
toric capital, and word of further 
damage continued to filter in. 

A tumbling cliffside . contributed 
four to the death toll, while the 
Portneuf river, boiled to flood 
heights, contributed five. A washout 
culvert on the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way line killed Engineer Ovide Car- 


The railway washout, which partly 
derailed the regular Montreal-Que- 
bec night passenger train; occurred 
néar Portneuf, about 40 miles west 
‘of the city. 

Not far from the derailment,: Mrs. 


dren were hurled to death when the 
black waters of Portneuf river swept 
away the verandah of their frame 
home and smashed it against a high- 
way bridge. The’ house followed 
shortly after. Tp 6 

On the other side of Quebec city,. 
at least five others were crushed to 
death when a lantislide, let loose by. 
undermining waters, pulverized an 
eight-suite apartment home in which 
nearly 50 persons. were sleeping. 
Four’ bodies ‘were recovered by a 
squad of provincial police officers and 
scores of volunteers. . More than a 
dozen persons were injured. 

All roads leading out of Quebec 
were bogged with water. Nearly all 
neighboring villages reported inun- 


dated roads and flooded basements. | 


A small dam gave way at Beauport, 
between Quebec and St. Gregoire de 
Montmorency, where the apartment 
house was demolished. 

Farm crops were beaten to the 
ground. Numerous small buildings| . 
were demolished or swept away by 
rivuleta or streams. Brom. th€,mean.| . 
dering Laurentian hills-the floods 
were sent pouring into the lowlands, 


_ huge’ sections of which were entirely 


under a foot or so of water. 

At Ancienne Lorette, on the Que- 
bec-Montreal: highway, a family of 
nine ‘was rescued by Salter and Harry 
Carpenter, of Quebec. Salter Car- 
penter plunged into the icy waters 
and carried a rope from high ground 
to the home: Then members of the 
family were removed by a small boat. 

Two barns were swept away by 
water at St. Casmir,; in Portneuf 
county, and at Ste. Catherine, in the 
same county, it was. reported two 


‘_gmall bridges had been carried away 


in the fourth copcession. Roads in 
the district were flooded and high- 
way communication with Quebec was, 
interrupted. 

All the accidents occurred on the 
north shore bi the St.’ Lawrence 
river.

Edmonton, Alta. Sept. 6.—-Publica- 
tion of Alberta's bricf on Dominion-

Because he was awaiting the 
governinent’s consideration. of his 
plans,, Mr. Williams refused to di- 
vulge details of them, It is known, 
however, that he has offered a plan 
by which he would bring into Alberta 
vast sums*of British and American

“None so blind ag those who will 
not see,” says an old maxim, which, 
applied to picture taking, means 
none 80 blind as those who don't 
know how to see and will not learn, 
In this respect camera users are, of 
course, differently constituted. There 
are those who are quite satisfied 
with snapping good record pictures, 
likenesses of their friends and rela- 
tives, their pets, treasured objects 
and the houses they live in. In many 
cases, that seems to be as far aa they 
can go in seeing pictures, because 
they lack the instinct for picking out 
artistic composition in nature or 
recognizing picture elements in hu- 
man activities when they encounter 
them. Artistic sense and the feel for 
human interest, both are qualities 
with which some are endowed more 
generously than others. :

Human Carelessness 
Is Seen As Major Cause Of Dis- 
astrous Forest Fires 

The Christian Science Monitor's 
Travel Editor, just returned from 
the interior of British Columbia, re- 
ports that even that hitherto. un- 
spoiled country has been. severely 
ravaged by forest fires during the 
present dry summer there. Human 
carelessness causes these disastrous 
fires which, because there is no organ- 
ized force to combat them, spread 
over thousands of acres until they 
reach a natural barrier. 

Writing in the New York Times, 
Paul Davey blames these fires in the 
main on carelessly discarded cigar- 
ettes or matches, and points out that 
the destruction of priceless forests 
is not the sole loss: 

“With them will ha innocent wild 
animals. Streams l dry up and 
poison literally tons,of game fish... . 
Furthermore, the reckoning of for- 
est fire is not to be limited by im- 
mediate, damage. The changes which 
it causes in one section may be re- 
flected hundreds of miles away ih 
droughts, floods, and migration of 
pests, as has recently been the case 
with coyotes moving into the great 
Alaskan fur country because of des- 
poilation of their Canadian ranges 
by fires.” : 

Late summer and early fall are 
times for redoubled watchfulness on 
the part of campers and tourists— 
and a good time to refrain from in- 
dulgences which often. prove so 
costly.

Fortifications For Defenge Are 
Erected In Six Hours 

Karl P. Billner, a Swedish inven- 
tor, built in six hours a concrete de- 
fence fortification which army offic- 
ers said could have been constructed 
by ordinary methods in no less than 
two or three days. : 

The inventor used a suction pro- 
cess, by which water and air were 
drawn off the mixture as soon as it 
was poured. This caused rapid dry- 
ing and hardening, and also allowed 
an atmospheric pressure of 1,500 
pounds per square inch on the wet 
concrete.

Discovery of large*mountain caves 
in Canada’s northwest wilderness be- 
lieved to contain evidence of habita- 
tion by primitive man thought to 
have migrated from Asia thousands 
of ‘years ago was reported at Edmon- 
ton by. Dr. Wesley L. Bliss, Uni- 
versity of New Mexico archaeologist. 

Dr, Bliss, who returned from a 
five-month expedition in the north- 
west hinterland, said his. findings add 
much strength to a widely-accepted 
theory that America’s first inhabi- 
tants reached’ the continent across 
the Bering Straits either before or 
after glaciers swept over’ this con-

Believes Operators Should Be Lic- 
ensed Same As Physicians 

Dr. Leonarde Keeler, director of 
the scientific crime detection labora- 
tory of Chicago, believes medico- 
legal technicians, especially lie-de- 
tector operators, should be licensed 
just as physicians and lawyers are 
licensed. 

Dr. Keeler told” gears 1,000’ police 
executives at’ the international police 
congress that anyone may purchase 
a lie detector and “no one can pre- 
vent him from shouting aloud he is 
an expert or prevent him from prac- 
ticing on the unsuspecting public.” 

Dr. Keeler’s statement came dur- 
ing discussions of scientific police 
methods after Father W. G. Sum- 
mers, of Fordham University, New 
York, described the super-lie detec- 
tor; the pathometer, which he de- 
veloped to determine the guilt or in- 
nocence through measuring the pa- 
tient’s electrical response to a series 
of questions. : 

Dr.’ Summers said tests of the 
pathometer had confirmed all experi- 
mental procedure, but Dr, Keeler 
argued no machine was worthy of 
being called a lie detector any more 
than a stethoscope ‘in the hands of a 
layman could indicate a heart condi- 
tion. : ;
